50 Cattle to Be Tested 
Daily in This County Be- 
ginning Next Monday 


Hempstead county cattle owners will 


have an opportunity to clear their 
herds of Bang's disease, commonly 
known as infectious abortion, without 
cost to them. 


Clearing the county of this disease j 


will depend upon the co-opcratlon the 
farmers give to Dr. M. H. Grecr of 
the United Slates Department of Ag- 
riculture when he comes here with a 
staff of workers next Tuesday, August 
25. 


Farmers wishing to have their herds 


tested are urged to list their name, 
address and number of cattle with the 
county agent's office at Hope city 
hall. 


Dr. Grcer will have five men work- 


ing under him. Each man is required 
to test 50 cattle daily. All tests will 
be made free of charge to the farmer. 


Infected cattle will be appraised, 


purchased by the government and 
•shipped to the livestock market. 


The government pays $25 per herd 


for infested cattle. Besides that the 
'armor will receive the market value 
'or his infected cattle. 


All cattle over six months old with 


the exception of steers ar eligible for 
tests. 


Hempstead county is the first in 


southwest Arkansas to be selected for 
tests of Bang's disease, partly because 
the county has a stock law and the 
herds can be reached easily.

An vegetables and fruits contain 


some carbohydrate or sugar, but vary 
in tiie amount that they contain. 
Grapefruit, cabbage, lettuce, cucum- 
bers,, spinach, asparagus, celery, toma- 
toes. watercress, Brussels sprouts, caul- 
iflower, mushrooms and rhubarb are 
classified as 5 per cent vegetables. 
- Much more sugar is contained in 
oranges, strawberries, black currants, 
gooseberries, blackberries, tomatoes, 
turnips, beets, carrots and 
onions. 


Tbese are called 1 per cent vegetables 
and fruits. 


The 15 per 
cent group 
includes 


plifans> apples, pears, cherries, rasp- 


berries, green peas, artichokes and 
parsnips. The 20 per cent group, which 
should, of course, be used sparingly, 
includes bsjnanas. primes, potatoes, 
boiled rice, barley and macaroni. 


Such cereals as oatmeal, which con- 


tains about 66 per cent of carbohydrate 
when weighed dry. and ordinary white 
-bread, which contains about 50 per 
cent of carbohydrate, are questionable 
items. 


The diabetic then is in a serious sit- 


uation, because he cannot eat too 
much protein and fat without taking 
carbohydrate. If he does this, he may 
develop a condition called 
ketosis, 


which in itself is most difficult and 
unpleasant. 


The chief danger to the diabetic is 


the sudden onset of unconsciousness, 
called coma. The other danger is a 
lack 
of sugar in the blood. This 


causes a condition which, to the un- 
informed, may seem like an attack of 
coma, although it is just the opposite. 


In an attack of coma it is necessary 


to give insulin promptly, and occasion- 
ally to give injections of glucose at 
the same time. It is also necessary to 
support the circulation of the blood 
and" to watch the condition of the pa- 
tients' heart. 


Any diabetic threatened svith coma 


should be under continuous medical 
observation, preferably in a hospital, 
and should be watched carefully un- 
til the condition has been averted.
